1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's response filed 3/17/08. 

As indicated in Applicant's response, claims 1-19 are canceled, and claims 20-34 added. 
Claims 20-34 are pending in the office action. 

EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows.

The claims have been amended according to the attached amendments provided 
hereinafter.

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 20-27, and 29-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art taken separately or jointly does not suggest or teach the following features. 
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A method for identifying required updates of test scripts to test an application, 
comprising: (i) capturing auxiliary data including information regarding how a application 
works, the information being at least one of: screen layout; types of UI elements used by the 
application, where data entered and reside in the underlying system, workflow of the application 
as user navigates through screens; (ii) recording user's interactions with the application in test 
script, and correlating the captured auxiliary data items with objects of said user interface in 
terms of properties, functionality, data requirements, and workflow based on identifying a tag 
associated with each UI object whereby the user interacts with the operation, said correlating via 
mapping the tag to a corresponding auxiliary item; (iii) determining which test scrips reference 
said UI object property, functionality, data requirement, or workflow and which auxiliary data 
item has been altered and whereby which application has been altered; based on which consult 
the stored information to report which test scripts have referenced a altered auxiliary data item; 
as set forth in claims 20,34. 

Bischof, USPubN: 2004/0041827, discloses script to collect user interaction elements, 
and modifying said elements as user interactions change over time; and using this script to replay 
said recorded user interaction; but does not teach or suggest using a specific variety of pre- 
recorded auxiliary data in as in (i) and dynamically recorded UI objects in the scheme of 
recording user interactions and mapping these objects, based on tag associated with said objects, 
back to the corresponding auxiliary data items as in (ii); reporting changes to the application via 
the consulting as in (iii), including identifying which auxiliary data has been altered, and which 
test scripts reference said altered auxiliary data. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
